Collectors are cautioned that likenesses of the $8 note of the 
Merchants’ Bank of South Carolina at Cheraw, illustrated in the 
September issue of the Flying Eaglet, may be spurious. 

Lt. Austin Sheheen, Jr., a collector in Charleston Heights, S. C. 
writes that “the particular bill shown has been reprinted in the last 
year or so by a collector who owns the plates”, who has been selling 
them to the unsuspecting as genuine items. 

The note illustrated, apparently in this category, was obtained 
by the author from a reliable U.S. dealer, who apparently purchased 
it in good faith after it had passed through several hands. 

Lt. Sheheen writes that the Bank had notes of denominations 
$6, $7, $8 and $9, though none were issued, The $8 original is “a 
medium buff colored paper”. The reprint is white. 

“The authentic notes, though unsigned, undated and never 
issued, are quite scarce and desirable”, he reports. 

The situation reminds one of the “altered i14-D Lincolns”, which 
may or may not have begun in good faith but a menace after pass- 
ing through a number of hands.

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HISTORICAL INTEREST TO THE TOKEN COLLECTOR 


Arthur Spidel of Box 457, Brewster, Ohio, came about a huge can 
full of early money and tokens left to him by his family. Among 
them were the enclosed tokens of Abraham Lincoln and Hannibal 
Hamlin dated 1860. These rare items are called vignettes or daguer- 
reotype. They are brass frames about 1/8” thick and about the size 
of a quarter. Although Lincoln was always associated with a beard 
this rare photo shows ham clean shaved. No doubt this was Lincoln 
in his younger days as a candidate for the Presidency. These tokens 
were political items. Hannibal Hamlin, born in Paris, Maine, was an 
American statesman and senator. He was the vice president under 
L-ncoln. Collectors or dealers with added information and value of 
these tokens should write our office or to Mr. Spidel. 


NEWARK COIN CONVENTION OF NEW JERSEY 
NEWARK COIN CLUB—HOST 

The best Convention for sales in years, was the opinion of most 
of the dealers. The auction brought record prices in some types of 
obsolete currency and there was standing room only for an over- 
flow crowd. On hand were 22 dealer tables. It was estimated that 
1500 people saw the exhibits. The Convention at the Y.M.-Y.W.C.A. 
was from 9:00 A.M. to 10:00 P.M. Sept. 13, and the 40 by 60 foot 
Bourse Room and the two exhibit rooms were crowded from opening 
to closing. This was one of the best advertised conventions in the 
Metropolitan area, with many New Jersey Newspapers and radio 
participating. City Hall had a banner up for a week proclaiming 
this event and the Art Museum put coins on display such as the 
rare 1804 Silver Dollar that had not seen the light of day in the 
laps of 30 years. 


’ Many organizations were well represented here as the regis- 
tration cards indicated. M.A.N.A. was fully in attendance with Mr. 
Jones, Solomon, and Kaptik. Many prominent numismatists com- 
mented on the turnout and they came early and stayed late in the 
modern new “Y”’ with its comfortable lounge and reasonably priced 
cafeteria, plenty of ice water drinking fountains and modern rest 
rooms added to the comfort of those renewing old acquaintances. 
Much credit goes to the Committees who gave their efforts to this 
affair as I observed it first hand. There were ten first prizes for the 
exhibits, of engraved large bronze medals, for ten catagories and 
it was difficult to decide who had the best among such a superior 
display of artistic, rare and beautiful objects. If there is another 
affair next year it will be subscribed several times over.

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Paper Money Round-Up 


The “Dollar” that Couldn’t Exist 
By Harold Don Allen 


The United States dollar equals 
the Liberian dollar, the Liberian 
equals the Cuban peso, the Cuban 
equals the Dominican Republic 
peso... 

At least, to what mathematic- 
ians term a “first approximation”, 
the above relationship holds true. 
Treaty, tradition, international 
manipulation and the skillful 
juggling of government banks 
maintain virtual parity between 
a number of such currency units - 


approximate equality to Uncle} 
Sam’s greenback dollar we know | 


so well. 


But every paper money collec- 
tor who searches elusive curren- 
cies of Liberia and Panama 
knows that the U.S. currency 
link is even closer: the Liberian 
dollar literally is the United 
States dollar, and Liberian paper 
currency as such has not existed 
in many years. So it has been in 
Panama, where early pesos were 
succeeded by a_ international 
treaty by which Panamanian 
coins were struck as fractions of 
a Balboa (a dollar-size silver 
coin), but U.S. paper money be- 
came the law of the land. 


In short, the attractive and 
elusive central bank currency 
which we are privileged to illus- 
trate simply never had any right 
to exist.

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Its life was a short but merry one, though it should be recorded to its credit that it remains re- 
deemable (for a Unitec States dollar) to the present day. (For this reason, illustration is only with 
the special permission of the Chief, U.S. Secret Service, Treasury Department. Further reproduction, 
in whole or in part, is strictly prohibited.) 

The issue took place by special decree late in 1941,by an unfriendly government desiring to suppress 
the United States dollar. Shortly thereafter, a coup removed the government, the issue was rapidly 
withdrawn, and U.S. currency circulation restored. 

This was shortly before the entry of the United States into World War II, a time when what some 
considered a pro-Nazi administration, so close to the vital canal, proved a cause of major concern. 

The note is a One Balboa, issued by “El Banco Central de Emision de la Republica de Panama” as 
“Serie de 1941”. Attractively engraved in black, supported by green and red, it is the work of Ham- 
ilton Bank Note Company, New York, one of the few examples of the craft or this short-lived firm, 
which also produced Nicaraguan currency. 

The reverse, in green, displays the Panamanian arms. 

Walter Loeb, M.D., Seattle paper money specialist, reports that the note issue was entirely backed 
by United States currency in government vaults. 

He describes a “bloodless revolution” while the hierarchy of the Arias government were weekend- 
ing in Cuba. 

The issue was largely destroyed unissued. Bills in circulation, in 1, 5, 10 and 20 Balboa denomiri 
ations, were hastily withdrawn and, says a letter from the Panamanian government in the files of 
the Chase-Manhattan Bank money museum, “cremated’’. Only $6,000 face value remains unredeemed.

THE 1804 DOLLAR 
By C. Lynn Glaser 

The fact that only seven out 
of the 19,570 dollars struck in 
1804 remain has constently baf- 
fled coin collectors. There are two 
major schools of thought on the 
subject, the first and most pop- 
ular is that the entire mintage of 
1804 silver dollars accidently re- 
placed a shipment of Spanish 
dollars, in payment for Louisi- 
anna, but the ship that was car- 
ry.ng them was sunk, the second 
theory is that the entire mintage 
was melted down to halt specu- 
lation. 

There is a third theory how- 
ever it is held by only a small 
minority of numismatist that all 
known silver dollars were struck 
between 1836 and 1840. Here are 
the reasons for my personal be- 
lief in this theory. 

1. A document recently came 
to my attention stating that 19,- 
570 dollars were struck late in 
1803 probably from 1803 dies. 
Under the old system of filing 
directors reports these would 
probably be listed under 1804. 

2. The first 1804 dollar appear- 
ed in 1843. It seems odd that this 
coin would be lying around the 
mnt sinc2 1804, especially con- 
sidering the fact the mint build- 
ing was moved in 1833. The dies 
also came to light about 1860 
and were reported to be in good 
coniit’on, they would be if they 
had only struck a few patterns. 

3. The first 1804 silver dollar 
was a proof. Proofs didn’t became 
generally known until 1817, the 
few existing before were mostly 
struck for use as patterns. 

4. Even though the 1804 silver 
dollar is a bust type the coinage 
techniques resemble those of 1840 
more closely.
